wave flags when the planes landed. 
Perhaps, he said, an equal evidence 
of hospitality waa made by the King 
of Siara, who moved up a publk exe- 
cution one week, "thus spoiling a 
whole week for two men," in order 
that the fliers might witness a be- 
heading. 

The mountain experience in Alaska, 
where one of the party, Major Martin, 
had a forced landing and in an at- 
tempt to catch up was lost in a fog. 
Being unable to see he flew into a 
mountain upon which there was no 
habitation. After walking six days 
he found a trapper's cabin, and the 
following day came to Fort Molar, 
where he was fitted out again. 

Next on the line of travel were the 
Korean Islands, where they got sup- 
plies; then on to Tokio, where the 
temperature waa 95 degrees in the 
shade. 

In Prench-Indo China the fliers 
found girls smoking big black cigars, 
while in Iceland they found the Es- 
kimo flappers wearing Paris and Lon- 
don gowns.

Monte Carlo and re- 
turn to Genoa. This to a new outing 
and should be very delightful.

thing which the party of 1924 en- 
joyed exceedingly and which will be 
repeated this year, was the glacier 
climbing at Grindelwald. 

In France a great deal of additional 
motoring has been provided out from 
Paris, taking in a great part of the 
Belleau Wood and Cha- 
Thierry. This part of the coun- 
try to not only beautiful, but sacred. 
The party will also motor to Rheims 
and see many of the relics of war, 
including the ruined cathedral, thence 
through the center of the war region, 
crossing the Hindenburg line, and by 
Chemin des Dames, Soissons, sad 
thence return to Paris. From Paris 
the trip will wind through central 
France to Geneva. 

The Ward-Belmont parties take in 
a number of countries that are op- 
tional with many travelers, especially 
England and Scotland, through which 
thorough sight-seeing trips are made. 
The party travels first-class and uses 
the Canadian steamers thus securing 
the opportunity to see Quebec and 
Montreal* and take a memorably beau- 
tiful trip on the St. Lawrence while 
enroute to the Canadian sailing port. 

The party will sail on June 30, 
from Quebec, on the large steamship, 
Empress of France, of the Canadian- 
Pacific line, and land July 6, at 
Southampton; thence by motor 
through Hampshire and Winchester, 
a charming section of rural England, 
to London, where- an extended stay 
will be made, and motor trips will be 
taken into the surrounding country. 
After England the party will aee Scot- 
land, with equal care and leisurely 
comfort, and then, returning to Lon- 
don, will cross into Holland via the 
North Sea, and thence visit Belgium, 
Holland, the Isle of Marten, France, 
Switserland, Germany, Italy, Austria 
and Cxecho-Slovakia. 

Although the management of the 
party realises that this will be a 
crowded travel season in Europe, they 
have received from the foreign hotels 
the moot cordial letters, making res- 
ervations, etc., and all of the pre- 
liminary travel arrangements are al- 
ready assured and settled.

M. LOUIS REAU 

GIVES LECTURE 



Monsieur Louis Beau, official lec- 
turer used by the French government 
to lecture in the United States and 
Canada, gave a very beautifully il- 
lustrated lecture at the Noon Chapel 
Assembly en Friday, on the Moral 
Paintings of Puvis de Chevennes, 
soma of whom work is found on the 
walls of the Pantheon in Paris, and 
in this country in the Public Library 
of Boston. 

Monsieur Baau is an eminent pro- 
fessor and writer on art. He is pro- 
fessor of the History of Sculpture 
at the School of the Louvre in Paris, 
and also is Director of the Gazette 
dee Beaux Arts, the most important 
art magazine in France. He was re- 
cently elected president of the "So- 
iete de V Hietorie de I' Art Fran- 
raise." In 1911 he was the flrrtJK- 

in St Petersburg, Russia, and his his- 
tory of Russian art, in two volumes, 
was crowned by the "Aeademiee dee 
Inscription et Bellee-Lettree" and by 
Aeademie Francaiae." His great 
value as a writer on art is recog- 
nised by the critics, who agree as to 
his profound scholarship and the ele- 
gance of his style.

DR. I. M. YONAN 
URGES AID TO 

NEAR EAST 



A most stirring appeal for Near 
East Relief was made in Ward-Bel- 
mont Chapel Friday, February 6, 
by Dr. Isaac M. Yonan, a prominent 
worker in associations formed in 
America to help the Near East re- 
cover from Turkish depredations dur- 
ing the World War. 

Dr. Yonan explained the Near East 
situation graphically, illustrating the 
untold suffering in Syria and Arabia 
with the almost incredible horrors of 
his own experience. 

"My own suffering," added Dr. 
Yonan, "was comparatively mild. I 
was one of the lucky ones. When 
news of the Turk came I left my for- 
tune and my land to the fire and 
sword and fled to the British lega- 
tion seven hundred miles to the south- 
west.

ship, the Lord Jesus Christ, who came 
on earth, said Mrs. MeMillin, "to 
teach us how to live; to serve, and not 
to be served; to give, and not to get."

When 
women work together to bring about 
reforms that are needed in the home 
and in education and training of 

plishment of every purpose aimed at. 
Man's highest service to God is serv- 
ice to man, that species of helpful- 
ness which Buddha called pity and St. 
Paul called charity and Christ called 
love. 

"This is the golden age of women, 
and I salute you, future lawmakers, 
and perhaps governors, and senators 
and leaders in every line, I salute you 
in your vast potentialities. I believe 
that the new generation of women 
will be no political cowards, 
have natural courage, and 
they believe in that truism that after 
bread, education is the world's great- 
est need. The constitution of the 
United States thrills with the word 
freedom. Freedom of thought, of the 
press, of religion, of personal liberty, 
and the preservation of America's 
free institutions is to be achieved by 
a real love of country in the heart." 

Directing her thought toward the 
power of the ballot, Mrs. MeMillin 
urged her student hearers to regard 
the ballot as a sacred obligation. She 



aaid: "It is a very solemn duty to ex- 
ercise the duty of suffrage, because 
if you fail to register your choice at 
the polls, then you must divide with 
men the blame for any bad public 
conditions that may arise. Another 
reason for voting: If you stay away 
from the polls, you help to surrender 
the will of the majority to the minor- 
ity, for women hold the balance of 
power, and the majority should con- 
trol. 

"Ask yourselves the question : 'Does 
good gove rnment benefit you and does 
poor government harm you?' Are you 
interested in sound economic condi- 
tions under which you live? If there 
are corrupt officials you have your 
redress. If you stand for the enforce- 
ment of the law, you can bring that 
about, too, but only if you go to the 
polls and vote. Our constitution, with 
its great dual form of government, 
gives us general laws for general con- 
ditions; and local laws for local con- 
ditions. It has been called America's 
great contribution to the science of 
government. See to it that you rise in 
your new rights as citizens to uphold 
and protest and glorify it, remember- 
ing that no nation rises above its 
women.

from her log to Miss Ross. By cour- 
tesy of Miss Ross the Hyphen has the 
privilege of using them. The letter 
was sent from Tahiti, one of the 
French South Sea Islands and fol- 
lows: 

"We left Penryhn Sunday morning, 
and had fine weather the first two 
days and made good time. The third 
and fourth days we had several bad 
squalls, but they only seemed to in- 
crease our speed. 

"Early Thursday morning, we 
sighted the guide lights into the har- 
bor of Tahiti. During the whole of 
our trip, Mr. Rougier had been tell- 
ing us lovely bits of history about 
Papeete, and we were all frightfully 
anxious to get in. 

"At a little after four on Thursday 
morning, we dropped anchor gust in- 
side the bay of Papeete. 

"The first sight that greeted my 
eyes as I looked out of my porthole 
were the bright headlights on the cars 
as they drove along the ocean front 
drive. The outline of the mountains 
was beautiful. While we were eat- 
ing breakfast, the doctor came aboard 
and passed us, so we moved up close 
to the dock and tied to a buoy. We 
have a fine position, only several hun- 
dred feet from the shore. 

"Father Rougier and his party went 
ashore bag and baggage. In the 
meanwhile Mr. Hagen and Oscar 
Nordman had been on the ship, and 
arrangements had been made for a 
car. 

"Med ford, Gladys, Leo, Jimmie and 
I went ashore and decided to go some- 
where for New Year's lunch, and re- 
turn just in time to dress for dinner. 

"We first stopped at the American 
Consulate, and Mr. Boyle kindly let 
us have a little French money, and 
told us to try either the "Ventura," 
or Keene's restaurant at Papeari, for 
lunch. We stopped at the "Ventura," 
but it was a little too early for lunch, 
so we decided to go on to Keene's 
place. We reached there just in time 
for lunch as Mr. Keene was giving

"Well, after we had managed to get 
half-way through that meal, we won- 
dered what on earth we would have 
done had he fixed up a 'good meal' 
as he said. First, we started with 
tiny raw oysters— they were fresh-

water oysters and very good. Then 
we had raw shrimps fixed up with 
coconut milk and lemon juice. They 
were very good. We all ate quite a 
lot as we thought each course was the 
last one. 8 — Boiled thrimps with a 
mayonnaise sauce. 4 — Raw fish. 6 — 
Boiled fish. 6— Roasted pig, "bread- 
fruit and poi (the pig was only about 
12 inches long — just a baby pig). 7 — 
Chicken stew. 8— Sliced pineapples 
fixed with rum and sugar. It was 
very delightful. 0 — Watermelon. Did 
I hear everyone say I would come 
home weighing at least four hundred 
pounds, or sixteen and a half kilos? 
It took us hours to eat all that ; mean- 
while we ate five plates of French 
bread and drank a bottle of wine. 

"Of course, we spent a great deal 
of our time watching the bridal party. 
They were certainly different from 
any party I had ever seen before. 
They would eat for awhile, then sing 
and dance. The whole party of about 
twenty were very happy. 

"They use the accordion almost en- 
tirely, but use ukes and banjos some, 
I do not care very much 
voices, but the music is 
ing. They 
and many Hawaiian words. 

"We hated to leave while all the ex- 
citement was going on, but it seems 
that those feasts last sometimes five 
or six hours, and as we wanted to 
drive to the end of the road, we had to 
leave. The sun was not quite so hot 
as it had been earlier hi the day, so 
we put the top 
derful drive. 

"As it was a holiday, all of the na- 
tives were dressed up, and seemed to 
be gathered in little social groups all 
along the road. It was quite funny 
to see them all dressed up walking 
along the road with their shoes and 
stockings under their arms instead of 
on their feet. 

"All along the road, there were 
great bushes of wild gingertiere and 
flags. We stopped and picked quite 
a bit of ginger and some other flowers. 

"The houses of the natives are quite 
interesting, most of them being made 
of bamboo with braided coconut leaves 
for the roof. They are quite pictures- 
que, and seem very comfortable. As 
you pass along the road, you notice 
the lovely bright-colored spreads on 
the beds. They are absolutely fasci- 
nating to me. Some are red, some 
yellow, orange, green or any other 
eolor. Others are all patchwork de- 
signs of varied colors. 

"The natives are all rather attrac- 
tive looking and all seem to think of 
nothing but pleasure. Well, we had 
to drive back in a hurry, and even 
then did not reach town until seven, 
and we were to have dinner at six-

LEAVES FROM IDA KELLUMS DIARY 

RECORDED ON THE YACHT "KAIMILOA" 



(Continued from last week) 



Monday— We went to a picnic to 
Moorea, an Wand about eighteen miles 
from Tahiti. The party was given for 
the students. The trip over was fine, 
Mr. Hagen and Mr. Rougier told us 
interesting bits of local news, and so 
the two boon— or little more— passed 
very quickly. Moorea is one of the 
very prettiest islands I have ever 
seen; it seems to be made up of sev- 
eral mountains all in queer shapes. 
Some look for all the world like an- 
cient castles. Two of them have large 
holes in the upper part that look like 
windows. 

"There were many of the natives 
at the dock when the boat came in. 
They danced and sang a little for us. 
Then we went on to Trower*s Hotel 
where we were to have lunch. We 
had a dainty native feast of pig, 
bread-fruit, poi, coconut milk and 
shrimps. After lunch, there were 
about forty natives in grass dresses 
that danced for us, and it was won- 
derful. The dresses were of two col- 
ors, some red, others yellow, and they 
looked very bright. It was by far the 
best native dancing that I have ever 
seen. 

"We left Moorea a little after five 
o'clock, but the weather had changed 
and we did not reach Tahiti until af- 
ter ten. I was a little sick, so I slept 
most of the way home, and it seemed 
quite short to me. 

"We did many things during the 
following week. ... We made friends 
with some of the people here, and 
have had quite a bit of fun. Early 
one morning, Leo and I started to 
walk up over the top of the Fautaua 
Palls. They are very beautiful, and 
fall over 600 feet. We had a beauti- 
ful walk all through wild country, but 
most of it was covered with orange, 
lime, avacodo, or banana trees. There 
were also many lovely flowers and 
other bushes. Almost all of the path 
was shaded, so we did not have a 
very hot trip. However, as we were 
climbing up the mountain, it was hard 
work anyhow. We reached the top 
of the falls by eleven o'clock, and de- 
cided to go on over into the other val- 
ley. We walked on for about an hour, 
then turned back as we had not car- 
any lunch with us. It did not 
long to go down, and we 




! almost on the main road by one- 
thirty. Med, Gladys and Jimmie drove 
up in the car, and they had brought 
along our suits, so we drove back up 
the stream a little way to a dandy 
bathing hole and had a fine swim. By 
the swimming hole there is a large 
mangoe tree, and it is just loaded 
with mangoes. Since then, we have 
had several swims in the Fautaua 
valley, and had one nice tea-party up 
there given by Madame Duchateau. 

"One afternoon, Dad, Betty and I 
called on the governor and invited 
him to dinner the following Sunday. 
... On Tuesday, the steamer left for 
'Frisco, and that carried all the let- 
ters I had time to write. Also a good 

I sure did hate to see them go. 
"Wednesday— We started for a trip 
of Tahiti. We left 



at five in the morning and reached 
the end of the auto-road by six. There 
we had a little breakfast, and then 
got into carriages and started to cross 
a bit of the island, and drove to a 
point where the auto could meet us. 
They had to drive round the other 
side of the island, as some of the 
bridges were out, and you had to wade 
across the streams, two of them at 
least four feet deep. The water came 
into the floor of the carriage. 

"The trip was a beautiful one, and 
we managed to get some very good 
movies of the shore line at one very 
pretty point. The breakers would 
break sometimes close to the road, 
and cover us with spray. It was beau- 
tiful! 

"Our drivers did not speak any- 
thing but Tahitian, so we did not talk 
to them very much, and had to guess 
at all the things we wanted to know. 
At one very pretty little spot, we 
stopped and had lunch. One of the 
boys climbed up a coconut tree, and 
cut down a few nuts, so we could use 
the milk as water for lunch. At two- 
thirty, we again got into the autos, 
and drove as far as Keene's. By that 
time it was pouring rain, but little 
did we care. . . . Had a dandy din- 
ner, then we danced and a couple of 
Tahitian girls that were visiting at 
the Keene's did some real Tahitian 
dancing for us — it was excellent. The 
drive home was fine, though it was a 
little wet. 

"Thursday morning at nine, we left 
for Moorea on our boat, and we had 
quite a lot of company. Reached 
Moorea by noon, and after lunch, we 
lost part of our crowd. Went ashore 
and had a swim. Walked around a 
bit, and saw something of the island 
property. Medford longs to buy it 
and live down here. It is to be sold 
at public auction on the sixth of Feb- 
ruary, and we are remaining for the 
sale. In some ways, I hope he gets it, 
as it is a beautiful spot, containing a 
large valley and surrounded by won- 
derful mountains. The third side is 
bounded by the bay. 

"Saturday we went to Mr. Wood's 
for a native feast and had a fine time. 
On Sunday, we returned to Tahiti and 
had the governor to dinner. After 
dinner, I showed the movies of the 
"Kaimiloa." Since the week-end, we 
have been over to Moorea again, and 
had more fun, as Tiny, Doc. and I de- 
cided to go hunting. I did not hunt 
anything, but the doctor managed to 
get a few wild chickens, and some 
minor birds. Tiny and I rode horse- 
back, and investigated the surround- 
ing country. It is perfectly glorious 
to ride between 5 and 9 in the morn- 
ing, and we had a thoroughly good 
time. Went swimming down at the 
Grays' a few times, and fished off 
their pier one night, but did not 
catch anything. Had a lot of fun 
with our outrigger canoe. 

"Went to the governor's for dinner 
in the evening, and had a great time. 
Had some of the best food I have 
eaten in a coon's age. After dinner, 
Betty, Mr. Duchateau, the governor 
and I played bridge. I tried to learn 



all the names in French, but cant 
say I am overjoyed at the result. I 
did manage to make myself under- 
stood, and gradually realised what 
people were saying. 

"It is absolutely funny to hear me 
trying to get things in the stores here, 
especially in the Chinese stores. Our 
chauffeur is a Tahitian, but he does 
not speak any English, bo I have to 
tell him things in French. Believe 
you me, it is a good thing people can 
all understand the sign language. 

"I like Tahiti very much, but it is 
a funny little place. I must say, I 
like Moorea a great deal better, but, 
of course, there is no city over there. 
I imagine we wiU leave here some 
time soon after the sixth, if brother 
gets the place at Moorea, and if we 
do, we will return to Honolulu. 

"Guess that sums up most of the in- 
formation up to date. / . . I am hav- 
ing a wonderful time and seeing many 
new things all the time." Ida.

EDITORIAL 



"A penny saved is a penny earned," 
is an ancient adage familiar to all, 
but practiced by few.

That 
would only stint her growth in cul- 
ture and appreciation of that which 
is worthwhile, thereby losing instead 
of gaining. 

The point to be made is this: A 
girl should not squander her allow- 
ance in one or two days for foolish 
and momentary things. If she will 
but save it she may buy something 
truly lovely or beautiful; go to a good 
concert or an interesting play — any 
one of which is worth more than all 
of the other worthless ones put to- 
gether. Save for the good things life 
will offer you — do not squander your 
money on the tawdry trifles which do 
not last, but quickly fade in attrac- 
tiveness and charm.

Finely Trained Organization, Responding Splendidly to

The Ward-Belmont orchestra, un- 
der the leadership of Kenneth Rose, 
gave its annual concert last evening, 
but played at Ryman Auditorium in- 
stead of at the school as heretofore. 
The audience ranked perhaps next in 
size to that which heard Paderewski. 

Mr. Rose has his organization finely 
trained and the response to his con- 
ducting is splendid. He gets big: 
sweeping effects from his strings and 
builds up stirring climaxes with all

Specially good were occasional bits 
of solo work by Pierre Briquet on the 
cello, Morris Loveman on the flute, 
Oscar Henkel on the oboe, Carl Val- 
dez on the clarinet, and T. A. Gabriel 
in the French horn passage which 
opened the "Oberon" overture. 
Difficult Passage 

This work has some difficult pas- 
sages, but the orchestra negotiated 
them remarkably well and gave an ex- 
piece. 

A suite of three dances from the 
ballet music of "Faust" were fasci- 
nating. First came the "Entry of 
the Trojan Maidens," and the "Solo 
Dance of Helen," while the piccolo 
could be heard above the chromatic 
hurly-burly of the "Bacchanale of 
Phryne." 

Miss Claire Harper, who has been 
studying with Mr. Rose, played a 
violin solo, with Mrs. Hazel Coate 
Rose playing an artistic accompani- 
ment. Miss Harper is a remarkable 
young violinist and played Wieniaw- 
ski's difficult "Scherzo Tarantelle" 
with lovely tone quality, accuracy of 
intonation, fleetness of finger, and 
sensitiveness of feeling. In response 
to much applause, she played Achron's 
arrangement of Mendelssohn's "On 
Wings of Song."

EDITORIAL 



We wonder how many people 
really realise just how far an un- 
complimentary remark goes. Every 
aspect of an uncomplimentary phrase 
is as a seed which has the power of 
various growths.

Ward-Belmont presented, at the Ry- 
man Auditorium on Tuesday evening 
a voice, trained by Signor De Luca, 
which is probably the greatest that 
Nashville can ever claim as her own, 
that of Mr. Joseph T. MacPherson, 
bass-baritone. Its range, beautiful 
tones and lovely quality mark him 
for operatic fellowship, and to that 
end he is working. His three years 
of study under Signor De Luca being 
completed, he will go to New York 
this fall to begin training under other 
masters. They will be selected for 
him by the illustrious Metropolitan 
opera singer, Guiseppe De Luca, who 
heard him by special arrangement 
when he sang in concert here last 
fall, , and became deeply interested 
innhis great, newly discovered voice. 
As a senior musician, he advrtsed a 
course of extended study, which would 
not fail, he predicted to carry the 
young singer to the greatest vocal 
heights . Mr. MacPherson's voice was 
discovered by accident, a few years 
ago, by S. L. Pate, then an employee 
of Ward-Belmont. The story of its 
development is full of interest. When 
this natural gift was brought to the 
notice of Dr. BUnton, and Signor De 
Luca, they began at once to plan for 
its culture, and development. Les- 
sons were provided, and the pupil, 
eager to do his part, gave up every 
other claim to work for his voice. 
Daily lessons came, after awhile, and 
practice was unremitting. The re- 
sult of this skillful training on the 
part of Signor De Luca, and this 
faithful study on the part of the pupil, 
was manifested publicly on Tuesday, 
when an audience of 5,000 gathered 
at the Ryman auditorium, in response 
to Dr. Blanton's invitation, to hear 
and judge the new voice. Such ap- 
plause, such evident delight on the 
part of the hearers, and such heart- 
felt commendation made a spontane- 
ous tribute of wonder and admiration 
which told the story of the impression 
it made.

In response to the invitation of Dr. 
J. D. Blanton, president, an audience 
of 2300 or more Nashville musicians 
at the Ryman - auditorium 
evening to pass judgment 
on a new pianist, Miss Mary Pope, 
of Franklin, presented by Lawrence 
Goodman, director of piano at Ward- 
Belmont, and Mr. James Melton, 
tenor, who is coaching under Signor 
De Luca. They had the added attrac- 
tion of Miss Claire Harper, violinist, 
whose presentation some weeks ago, 
by Mr. Rose, placed her high in the 
estimation of musk critics. It was 
essentially Miss Pope's presentation. 
She was graduated several years ago 
from the New England Conservatory 
in Boston, and came here to specialise 
under Mr. Goodman at Ward-Bel- 
mont. Rarely does a young artist 
(she is still a girl) receive such a 
greeting from an audience both in 
point of size and approval. Applause 
in increasing volume followed each of 
her numbers, and the single regret 
heard was at the shortness of the pro- 
gram. She showed no tremor of 
timidity whatever, but played with 
the easy assurance and certainty that 
usually comes only with mature years. 
Not often does one hear such lovely 
singing tone as this young girl posses- 
ses. Its clarity is delicious, and a 
soft and velvety touch gives it poetry 
of expression. She has si 
technic, but such delicacy of i 
pearl-like tone that she can express 
the most intricate passage. She gave 
a group of three numbers first, excell- 
ing in the descriptive "May Night," 
and the fine old Lisst "Legends.'* In 
the Beethoven Sonata, long and pas- 
sionate and intellectually a pinnacle 
work, she did magnificent playing, and 
brought down the house, which again 
did her homage in the final Hungarian 
Rhapsodic, when Mr. Goodman added 
brilliantly the second piano part. 

Mr. James Melton, the new tenor, 
who came out of Georgia to have his 
fine gift cultivated by Sr. De Luca, 



has a lyric tenor of remarkable power 
and beauty of tone. Very sweet, flex- 
ible and full of intelligence in expres- 
sion, he sings with the sure promise 
of great success if he keeps up his 
work. The audience heard his two 
numbers with delighted appreciation, 
and insisted vainly on more. 

Miss Harper repeated her previous 
success in Lalo's brilliant Symphony 
Espagnole, with Mrs. Kenneth Rose 
adding much by her lovely accom- 
paniment. An equal addition to the 
program was Miss Paschal, who 
played for the singer. 

The youth of the three performers 
gave great interest to the program. 
Their individual talents are great. 
They have chosen skilled masters, and 
their continued application will mean 
sure and great musical distinction for 
them all.

the beauty of it. The Shakespeare 
country was quite as I bad pictured it. 
Quiet villages and wide-spreading 
fields, all old English estates and be- 
speaking English dignity. The Words- 
worth country was beautiful I have 
never seen lakes that lay as calmly 
at the bottom of soft blue hills— blue 
lakes that rippled and glittered in the 
sunlight, but were never rough. 

"Scotland, in the lake country, waa 
a continuation of England's lake dis- 
trict, only the mountains rise higher 
out of the water and there was more 
rugged beauty. The hills are only for 
grating, and there are no signs of 
simple farming life. Edinburgh has 
a beautiful street called Princess 
Street. It is the main shopping por- 
tion. One side is lined with 
and the other overlooks a sunken 
den made from the moat and 
around the old palace and fortress. 

"Holland waa as flat as we had all 
imagined. Everyone rode a bicycle. 
Sunday morning we came in to Hol- 
land and all along on the road whole 
families were starting out; mothers 
carrying their babies on their backs 
ss they rode and fathers carrying the 
lunch baskets. The islands we vis- 
ited, where the native costumes are 
worn, were quaint but the people 
seemed ignorant, and the children ex- 
ceedingly shy. They thought my 
shoe bows very queer. The Rem- 
brandt pictures and the Peace Palace 
were the most interesting places in 
the cities. 

"France was mostly Paris, as far aa 
sight-seeing waa concerned, except for 
a trip over the battle fields. That day 
gave me a vision of some of the suf- 
fering that none of us can forget. 
The rows of white crosses for the Al- 
lies, and the buck for the Germans, 
will not let the French forget The 
cemeteries are kept in a wonderful 
condition and the wooden crosses will 
in time be replaced by marble. The 
German cemeteries are kept without 
a blade of grass, but very neatly, 
while the Allied cemeteries are cov- 
ered with grass and flowers. 

"The gay Paris is a fascinating 
place with all its noisy squares. We 
visited the Louvre, and Miss Boss at- 
tracted many followers by 
nating discussion of the 
flowers of Paris were lovely, and 
cheap. We could buy roses in 
quantities for a dollar and a half. 

"Switzerland is by far the most 
wonderful country. Geneva lays at 
the foot of the blue Alps and around 
one end of the lake. Its white build- 
ings against the great blue mountains 
make a picture I eaa never forget. 
Here we saw the offices of the League 
of Nations, and the monument erected 
to Wood row Wilson. We took the 
steamer up to Montreux and every 
mite up the lake gave us pictures of 
new beauty in the Alps. At Montreux 
our hotel was high on the side of a 
mountain overlooking the lake. The 
Castle of Chillon, famed by Byron, 
has its terrible dungeons and ie 
dashed by the wild waves on three 
sides, the fourth being cut off by a 
moat.

Student dramatic organisations 
that give serious plays have been in- 
vited to participate prominently in 
the first national Conference on the 
American Theater to be held at the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology in 
Pittsburgh on November 27 and 28 
of this year. 

Announcement of the conference is 
considered as a recognition of the 
changing conditions in the theater in 
this country, especially with regard 
to the growth of the community play- 
house movement and the widespread 
interest in college theatricals. 

Whether the movies and other 
forms of light entertainment have 
really "killed" the commercial thea- 
ter, particularly the "road business," 
and whether the new movement in 
community playhouse activities and in 
colleges can elevate standards in 
American drama, are questions that 
will be carefully discussed at the con- 
ference. One of the chief purposes 
of the meeting is to study the poten- 
tial influence of the community olay- 
house movement and to ascertain, 
also, the nature and extent of the 
movement now going on in American 
colleges for the promotion of interest 
in the serious drama. 

The invitation list, according to Dr. 
Thomas S. Baker, president of Carne- 
gie Institute of Technology, .md au- 
thor of the plan of the conference, in- 
cludes all of the American universities 
and colleges and the community play- 
houses. As far as it is possible, in- 
formal student organisations which 
give serious plays are being invited so 
send delegates. In addition, the list 
includes theatrical critics, and repre- 
sentatives of those theatrical gfoups 
that include producers, playwr' ' 
actors, and artists 

"The program," according 
dent Baker, "will be so arranged a« 
to bring out not only the nature of the 
work done at the colleges, but also t»

Dr. Leon H. Vincent, of Boston, 
introduced his series of lectures before 
the students of Ward-Belmont on 
"Great Figures in American Litera- 
ture," Monday at noon, when he spoke 
on "Kings of the Pulpit in Colonial 
Days." 

Introduced by Dr. Blanton, he 
drew first a vivid picture of 
the notable characteristics .of the 
Colonial New Englander, his pas- 
sion for education being a dominant 
factor. The Puritans, and even 
Pilgrims, he said, brought an 
tional atmosphere with them. They 
had known the use of books in the Otd 
World, brought books along when they 
came to America, and began at once 
to make books. Their high and 
pathetic heroism is nowhere shown 
more strongly than in their unwaver- 
ing desire for enlightenment. In part 
Dr. Vincent said: 

"These early fathers of the country 
went about the matter of education 
at once, and by 1631 had started a 
college, at Newton, which received the 
bequest of 750 pounds, and 320 books 
from a young- Puritan minister, and 
its name was changed to "Harvard," 
which was the oldest college, and 
others quickly followed; William 
College of New Jersey, afterwards 
Princeton in 1746; Kings College, 
(Columbia) in 1754; Philadelphia Col- 
lege, now the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1756, Rhode Island College, 
(Brown) in 1764. 

"One result of the Puritan stand 
for education was that New England 
became a home for books, and writers 
of books, authors by the score. The 
founders of New England have to be 
thanked for this that through their 
limited pleasures, reading of hard 
books, trouncing of heretics their first 
habit remained, and the influence is 
due to a powerful and educated clergy, 
all men of learning, such as Thomas 
(Continued on page 3)

oltage) 
(Emanuel College) 
Cotton, Peter Bulkeley, (St. John's) 
William Hooka, (Oxford) and Charles 
Chauneey, professor of Greek at 
Cambridge. 

"Their writings were often prolix, 
their sermons invariably so. With 
the Colonial preacher an hour's dis- 
course meant just getting the throat 
cleared. Thomas Hooker's sermon of 
two hoars and seventeen minutes was 
when he waa not feeling well, and 
there were four-hour sermons on oc- 
casion; and prayers In keeping. Yet 
their influence was powerful. They 
had a voice in the affairs of state, the 
colony was a theocracy, «>d the peo- 
ple found a pleasure in what they 
supposed was a purely religious 



After a picture of the hardships of 
church-going in Colonial days when 
the buildings were unheated in the 
bitterest weather; the, communion 
bread was froaen on the plate; and 
those who stayed away from church 
were punished with stocks, and fines 
and wooden cages; those who slept 
being aroused with the constable's 
rod; Dr. Vincent enumerated some 
of the pinnacle figures among Colonial 
preachers, dwelling especially on 
"the Mather family— father, son 
and grandson, illustrating the cumu- 
lative genius of the Mathers, begin- 
ning with Richard M. Ordained by 
the Bishop of Cheater, who in dan- 
ger of prosecution fled to New Eng- 
land, where he was minister of the 
same church at Dorchester, Mass., for 
88 years and wrote sermons, books 
and letters on church government. 
His son, Increase, a scholar from the 
cradle, publiehed a book every year 
for thirty-four years; was president 
of Harvard, and went abroad on dip- 
lomatic missions. The greatest 
Mather of them all was Cotton, pre- 
maturely learned, accentuated the re- 
ligious side of his nature, and be- 
came a preacher of vehement and 
passionate power. His great literary 
performance was the Ecclesiastical 
History of New England, written in 
1702. 

Dr. Vincent brightened his talk with 
many anecdotes, illustrating his 
points, and with colorful and humor- 
ous pictures of the times and life of 
the Puritan people. 

His next lecture on Friday at noon 
will be on "Emerson, the Man."

ler of Sophie Newcomb Collet*, New 
Orleans; Mr. and Mrs. Eustace A. 
Hail, and from the Ward-Belmont 
faculty, the two Deans, Miss Hawks 
and Miss Milk, and the faculty mem- 
bers who had represented their alma 
maters as delegates to the semi-cen- 
tennial: Miss Norris, Bryn Mawr; 
Madame Beaiat, Vassar; Miss 
Scruggs, Wellesley, Other guest* 
were Miss Hollinger, Miss Townsend, 
Miss Ross, Miss Sisson and Mr. Dodd. 

Spectacular, full of splendor, rich 
coloring, pompous action, and vivid 
dramatisation— such was the pageant 
Friday evening, which was the climax 
of Vanderbilt semi-centennial cele- 
bration. It was big in scope, for it 
portrayed the progress- of education 
over a period of fifty-nine hundred 
yean. 

First was portrayed Egypt's form 
of learning in 4000 B.C., when scribes 
lashed students to their studies, be- 
lieving, "A boy's ears are on his 
back, and he hearkens when he is 
beaten." Even these people, though, 
in their dense ignorance, contributed 
to civilization our present calendar 
of twelve months. 

The light of learning was begin- 
ning to dawn in the Orient by 600 
B. C, for in China the acquiring of 
education was not reckoned as drudg- 
ery, but a pleasure; youths were not 
driven to study, but were the loving 
disciples of Confucius, their teacher. 
Aside from the educational sig- 
nificance of this scene its riot of color 
was a feast to the eyas, and one 
really sensed the gay, Oriental at- 
mosphere of the "Peart of the Lan- 
terns," attended by Confucius and his 
scholars. 

Next came Arabia, whose star- 
spangled and moon-crowned dancers 
showed her to have given to the world 
the science of astronomy; the red- 
clad charmers showed how Arabia 
contributed the idea of medicine 
through magic arts; the green-clad 
mathematicians with their queer gold 
symbols were representative of what 
the world has gained by Arabian no- 
tation; and, finally, maidens, draped 
in sea-blue, bearing globes, typified 
this country as the originator of geo- 
graphical exploration. 

Europe, the next factor in the ad- 
vancement of education, was repre- 
sented by Paris, the home of a uni- 
versity in 1229, and by Greece. Such 
was the classic perfection and sug- 
goitivenoBB of the Grecian Interlude 
that one felt himself actually witness- 
ing one of their celebrations, in the 
presence of these ancient people, who 
in study, in play, and in adoration of 
their gods were ever the disciples of 
Beauty. 

Finally, the last scene represented 
the highest development that educa- 
tion has yet made in the state that 
we now know it in our great schools. 
Modern Learning, as a colossal figure, 
on the crest of culture, as it were, 
stops to gaxe back on the slow steps 
by which she has attained her posi- 
tion, as she holds high her torch of 
knowledge whose beams now pene- 
trate even those once darkest lands.

Dr. Vincent » Lectures Continued 



"A great soul and a minimum of 
egotism," was the expressive descrip- 
tion of Emerson, in some ways Amer- 
ica's repr e s en t ati ve man of letters, 
given by Dr. Leon Vincent, in his 
lecture Friday at noon before the stu- 
dents and a number of outside hear- 
ers. The subject was, "Emerson the 
Man," and Dr. Vincent dwelt enter- 
tainingly upon the personal charac- 
teristics which were reflected in his 
lectures and writings. He traced his 
descent from a line of cultivated 
men, mostly clergymen, and his own 
departure from the ministry which 
he entered after graduating at 
Harvard. His reason was because 
of doubts about practices of the 
Church, although he preached 
throughout his life as a "supply." 

His first course of lectures in Bos- 
ton established his fame, became an 
annual institution, and led to his be- 
ing invited to repeat the lecture in 
other cities. He became a profession- 
al lecturer, and while not radical or 
revolutionary, yet differed from many 
of his fellows in his philosophical po- 
sition. He was tolerant of views and 
theories that differed from his own, 
and waa benevolent and unselfish. His 
keen sense of humor enabled him to 
get on with numerous cranks and en- 
thusiasts who came from different 
parts of the country to pay him hom- 
age, and argue him out of his deter- 
mined optimism. 

"Emerson was convinced," said Dr. 
Vincent, "that this was not the worst 
possible of all worlds, and that it 
was possible for every one to make 
his own immolate world better by fair 
dealing, patience and an inspiration 
after the best. His Essays; the strik- 
ing volume called 'English Traits' 
and the brilliant 'Representative 
men,' were all condensed from 
form work, with the anecdotes 
out, and his elegance of expression 
nearly perfect. Philosophically, he 
waa a TranaeendentaUst, believing 
that the highest truths were commun- 
icated directly to the soul that was 
open to the reception of such truths." 



Dr. Vincent's third lecture in the 
series on "Great Figures in Ameri- 
can Literature," dealt with James Fen- 
imore Cooper, the author whose pen 
has delighted more readers who turn 
to purely American-ized fiction, as to 
its scene and features, than possibly 
any other. The lecture was delivered 
* on Saturday at the noon chapel hour, 
and was heard by a number of friends 
and patrons of the school, besides the 
students. 

Dr. Vincent illustrated Cooper's 
versatility with the facts about his 
authorship of the novel, "Precaution," 
a story of English fashionable life, 
about which he knew nothing. But it 
waa so good an imitation of the real 
thing that many people credit it to an 
writer. What HV m ainly did 



for Cooper was to show that he had 
the power of invention and the pa- 
tience necessary for the writing of a 
long book. 

His second, and after-attempts, 
however, all dealt with modes of life 
that he perfectly understood. He pro- 
duced the celebrated historical ro- 
mance, "The Spy." It was an Amer- 
ican book written with an eye solely 
to its affect on the American public, 
and dealt with a purely American 
theme. It was produced in 1821. The 
district in which the novelist lived 
was the neutral ground, Westchester 
County, New York, and many of the 
characters portrayed in his books 
were studied from life, for veterans 
of the Revolutionary War were still 
to be met with, and their tales could 
be heard and adapted to Action, a 
notable advantage in historical nov- 
els. "The Spy" was characterised es- 
pecially by its fairness, showing that 
while Cooper was patriotic, he was 
not bigoted. He did not assail the 
Tories, and perfectly understood the 
position of those thousands of Ameri- 
cans who preferred life under King 
George. The attitude of his wife, who 
had come of a Tory family, was also 
supposed to have colored his attitude 
of mind. 

Cooper's third novel, "The Pio- 
neers," was based on facts he learned 
personally when he was a boy in the 
hill country about Otsego Lake, and 
tye story is pure realism, a faithful 
and valuable portrayal of life in the 
Eighteenth Century at the headwa- 
ters of the Susquehanna. In this novel 
the famous character, trapper and 
scout, is introduced who also plays the 
leading part in the brilliant romance 
by Cooper, "The Last of the Mohi- 
cans." This character, Nancy Bumpo, 
then a new type in fiction, as origi- 
nal as Robinson Crusoe, became al- 
most as well known, and beloved by 
thousands of readers. He appeared 
also in two later romances, "The Path- 
finder" and "The Prairie." 

Another remarkable literary hit, 
Cooper, made with a romance of the 
sea, "The Pilot," in which he con- 
quered a new realm, and became the 
literary ancestor of most of the writ- 
ers of nautical stories of modern 
times. In this again he got his ma- 
terial first-hand, for he had sailed 
before the mast, and in those voyages 
acquired all of the technical knowl- 
edge he needed for tales of salt wa- 
ter. The scene of "The Pilot" was 
the northwest coast of England dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, and the 
hero of the romance could be easily 
identified with John Paul Jones. Its 
value can be estimated by the reputa- 
tion and following it keeps to the 
present day.

FACULTY LECTURE 
-ON GREECE, ILLUS- 
TRATED WITH MUSIC 



Mr. Wesson, Director of Musical 
Science, gave an interesting lecture 
on Greek life and music, to the three 
Art History sections of Miss Olive 
Roes' class, on Friday evening, Octo- 
ber 24, and musical illustrations were 
given by Mr. Ferris. 

Mr. Wesson first told us something 
about the social life of the Greeks. 
We learned that their old cities were 
unattractive and inconveninent, hav- 
ing narrow, dirty streets. Apollo, the 
god of health, was painted upon espe- 
cially dark, dirty streets to protect 
the people from sickness. The Agora, 
the market place, was the real heart 
of the Greek city, and here Greek 
men spent the greatest uhare of their 
time. Public buildings interested the 
Greeks far more than their own 
homes, so that these homes were 
rather plain, and were all built 
around the general plan of a court 
in the center. The furniture, al- 
though not abundant, was beautiful. 
Lamps were invented at this early 
date. Slaves were numerous, and did 
all the work. The Greeks were an 
out-of-door people. 

The Athenian girls were poorly 
educated, and were married between 
the ages of fifteen to twenty. The 
grooms had no choice, for the parents 
made all arrangements. The one ne- 
cessity was a large dowry from each 
girl. Greek women never went about 
unaccompanied, and held subordinate 
positions to the men. 

The boys were taught reading, writ- 
ing, music, athletics, and mathe- 
matics. Egypt was the center of 
learning at that time. 

Greek music was next discussed. 
The lyre, supposedly invented by Mer- 
cury, was the national instrument, but 
many other instruments were also 
played. They had three scales in this 
early period, the Dorian, Phrygian, 
and Lydian. This was used as the 
Roman music also. Music

tory and anecdote, linking the facts 
with them in a delightful way. His 
nest lecture will take place on Tues- 
day, at noon, and the subject will be: 
"Hawthorne, a Personal Study." 

Dr. Vincent continued the lecture 
course Tuesday, at noon, with a very 
interesting sketch on "Hawthorne," 
which he treated in the form of a 
personal study. He filled the hour 
with information of lasting value and 
literary interest, illuminated with 
anecdotes and incidents of intimate 
relation which threw additional light 
on the character of the writer. He 
said in part: 

"Hawthorne had a number of those 
traits which are believed to be char- 
acteristic of a man of genius, for ex- 
ample, the power of complete absorp- 
tion in whatever work he had in band. 
And he was remarkably simple and 
unaffected. Schopenhauer lays great 
stress on this latter trait; he says, 
'Sublime simplicity is the characteris- 
tic of true genius.' And Hawthorne, 
though he seemed to live in a world 
apart, the realm of imagination, was 
interested in the commonest facts of 
everyday life, and in the plainest of 
people. Notwithstanding a certain 
reserve and shyness, he was compan- 
ionable, a staunch friend, a good 
neighbor, a devoted husband and

Continuing, Dr. Vincent said that 
Hawthorne's personal appearance was 
striking, and he had the advantage 
always of fine personal imntstL He 
was t*U, and had a superb figure from 
the sculptor's point of view, was 
breed -shouldered and very athletic 
His eyes were marvelously expressive. 
Taking up his books. Dr. Vincent 
said: 

"His earlier writing attracted lit 
tie attention; they were too fine for 
the mob of readers, yet be seemed al- 
ways to have a market of some sort 
for his literary wares. When, how- 
ever, he brought out the geeat ro- 
mance of 'The Scarlet Letter,' his po- 
sition in the world of authorship was 
permanently assured. The book is one 
of the few perfect things in Ameri- 
can literature, so exquisite both as 
to form and content, that it is incon- 
ceivable how it could be changed 
either as to phrasing or the arrange- 
ment of the narrative. 

"'The House of Seven Gables' has 
many of the merits of its predecessor, 
along (with those plain attractions 
that grow out of a realistic treatment 
of many of its episodes. 'The BUthe- 
dale Romance' is an idealised picture 
of life at Brook Farm. "The Marble 
Faun' contains passages that show 
Hawthorne at his bast, but those 
readers who want everything explain- 
ed and nothing left to the imagina- 
tion are apt to fret because the whole 
mystery is net revealed. The rest of us 
are well content with the story as the

The but of Dr. Leon H. Vincent's 
series of lectures at Ward-Belmont 
was delivered Saturday at noon, cul- 
minating a course which has been one 
of great educational value, and corn- 
able charm and interest. 
A number of outsiders heard him, be- 
sides the students and faculty. 

His subject for the final lecture was 
"Thoreau and His Wooden Inkstand," 
and it was selected especially, said the 
speaker, in order to acquaint those 
who had never looked into his writings 
to do so; and also in ease of those 
who were acquainted with them al- 
ready, to urge that the acquaintance 
be strengthened. Dr. Vincent also 
showed that Thoreau was neither mis- 
anthropic and affected, nor selfish, but 
had a wholesomely optimistic and hu- 
morous view of life. 

The slow growth of his literary 
fame was due to his being careless of 
his literary reputation. He had little 
or nothing of the professional writer 
about him, his essays and poems be- 
ing a natural outcome of his life 
He wrote rather because he had ideas, 
than because be had determined to 
become a man of letters, and as to 
the character of his writings, he made 
a path of his own, and deserted the

"made no sensation." It appeared in 
1849, under the title of "A Week on 
the Concord and Merrimack Rivers,"

and several other publishers 
found him difficult to deal 
scause he would allow no 
changes in his manuscript and held 
the tastes of the day in contempt. 
In spite of the efforts of influential 
friends to spread his reputation, he 
was known only to a small circle, and 
died without achieving literary fame. 
But now, time is doing him ample, 



though a late justice. His books are 
to be found on every hand, and no 
library is without them. Thoughtful 
people read, and reread them. Critics 
dwell upon their originality, their deli- 
cate humor, their healthful and stimu- 
lating tone, and today, more than half 
a century after Tbereau's death, the 
world has realised his greatness as a 
writer and is paying tribute in the 
_ of enthusiastic eulogies. 
"Born at Concord on July 12, 1817, 
he passed the great er part of his 
fruitful life there, the historic ground 
of his immediate surroundings fur- 
nishing the inspiration for some of 
his best works. The place has held 
an important position in the literary 
and political history of New England, 
and its magnificent citizenship became 
so through the cultivation of the hardy 
virtues of forbearance, courage and 
patriotism. Culture came into exist- 
ence among them when the place was 
founded by Peter Bulkeley, a scholar, 
graduate of Cambridge and a fellow 
of St. John's Collage, In this at- 
mosphere, which fostered many 
writers, Emerson, Branson, Alcott and 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, Thoreau lived 
and developed his outstanding theories 
of life. He believed that men should 
live by manual labor, and that men 
should reduce their wants, and thus 
become rich. Man's greatest skill, he 
believed, was to want but little He 
never purchased an article until he 
had wanted it a long time, then he was 
sure it was a legitimate want. 
" "Thoreau's four necessities of life 
were food, clothing, shelter and fuel, 
and having these he believed that our 
art should consist in making them 
our luxuries, and not holding them too 
cheaply. 'Walden, or Life in the 
Woods,' reflected his hermit life at a 
beautiful spot; and was his most wide- 
ly known book, but he wrote contin-

Besides the five formal lectures, 
Dr. Vincent delivered class talks to 
the English section, and 
worth" was the subject taken in lec- 
turing to the English D classes of 
Misa Olive Ross, 8a Friday. He pre- 
sented Wordsworth first aa the man 
himself, and then gave his charac- 
teristics as a poet. He said: 

"Wordsworth's father was an attor- 
ney by the name of John Wordsworth. 
He had great business ability, and 
great force of character. The family 
consisted of five children, three of 
these, William, Dorothy and Christo- 
pher, becoming famous. Their mother 
died when William was seven, and 
after this there was a continual sad- 
ness in the little family. Relatives 
reared the children. William Words- 
worth waa a robust, athletic child, 
in some respects, but never un-

tion and was eager to render personal 
i an apology for 
the French Revolution in 1798, hut 
drifted away from these ideals grad- 
ually, as the French people became 
drunk with blood," Continuing, Dr. 
Vincent said that Coleridge's friend- 
ship influenced Wordsworth to a great 
degree. This resulted in the publica- 
tion of "The Lyrical Ballads." Coler- 
idge sane to make the "uncommon 
common," and Wordsworth was to 
make the "common uncommon." 
Wordsworth showed the Revolutionary 
influence in his work, "Lyrical Ballads 
With a Few Other Poems," waa pub- 
liahed anonymously at Bristol in 1798, 
bat waa not a success, receiving more 
abuse than praise. The preface con- 
tained a defiant note, and was re- 
written by Wordsworth two years 
later. This work was either over- 
praised or over-abused, for the people 
were divided into: 

L Those who read Wordsworth. 

2. Those who didn't read Words- 
worth. 

3. The Wordsworthians. 

The Wordsworthians helped to make 
the poetry, which the world waa wil- 
ling to let die, live. 

Wordsworth gave himself to reflec- 
tion and writing for over a half cen- 
tury." 



On Novfssber 3, Dr. Vincent con- 
tinued his lecture on "Wordsworth the 
Man," stressing his simple, honest 
manner, and upright character. 

"In regard to Wordsworth's home 
life, bis wife, Mary Hutchinson, was 
an ideal companion, and inspired him 
to do great things. Their marriage 
was unromantic, but wholesome. Mary 
was his cousin, a childhood companion. 

It is sometimes said that Hartley 
Coleridge, a great friend of Words- 
worth's wrote his poetry, or at least 
helped him write it, but this is not 
true, and should be strongly 
condemned. 
Robert Southey, having died in 
Wordsworth became poet lau- 
reate of England, and held this posi- 
tion for Sevan years. Tennyson was 
the next one to hold tins." 

Wordworth's appearance was de- 
scribed so realistically that we felt 
able to recognise that great man if 
it were ever possible to meet him. 
"He was an extremely quiet man, and 
grimly patient. He had in him the 
qualities of a soldier. Wordsworth 
the man, is not easy to leve. 

Wordsworth could never had lived 
by his poetry alone, for in his forty 
years of writing, he made only about

War between 
Bulgaria and Greece has been warded 
off by the intervention of ether Eu- 
ropean nations. The trouble will be 
settled by arbitration. 

On Friday Dr. Holt told us some 
very interesting facts about the ori- 
gin of the Hallowe'en festival in an- 
cient days. He explained many of 
the superstitions centered around this 
day and a number of the usual Hal- 
lowe'en customs.

Nashville is losing one of it* oldest 
landmark*— the old building which 
housed Ward Seminary is being torn 
down to make room for a modern 
This school was one of the 
foundation stones of

Thus, 
in the course of a few days Dr. Holt 
told us in chapel some most interest- 
ing facta, pictures and ideals of old 
Ward Seminary. 

Among them were the following 
important facts: ______ 

In 1866 Dr. W. t. Ward'oiganlm-l 
Ward Seminary for girls and the first 
year started with an enrollment of 
two hundred. The president was a 
leader in all- worthy movements and 
was remarkably pure and upright in 
life. 

The course of study was as fol- 
lows: Freshman— Latin, 
United States History, 
Geography. Sophomore — Mythology, 
Cesser, Ancient History and the Life 
of George Washington in French. 
Junior Year— Algebra, Rhetoric, Vir- 
gil, Chemistry, Mental Philosophy, 
French and Elocution. And in the 
Senior year — Trigonometry, Logic, 
English Literature, Astronomy, Moral 
Science, Cicero, Letter Writing, Elo- 
cution and Dictionary. 

The expenses seem extremely small 
to us now, as the cost of a whole 
year's room, board, gas and laundry 
was $140. 

The building which housed this 
school was located on Spruce street, 
now Eighth avenue. The catalogue 
boasted that the building contained 
two hundred feet of gal- 
the young ladies to walk 
on in bad weather, be- 
sides good pavements leading to all 
churches. The book also had a 



The principal censored the visits, 
recreations and corres pondence of 
pupils. On Sunday no visittors or 
visiting away from school was al- 
lowed except by special permission 
and being accompanied by s teacher. 
Parents also received this warning: 
"Don't furnish your daughter with 
watches or other fine jewelry and 
with very little money, as those who 
have none rarly think of it." 

The school offered outside opportu- 
nities to broaden the young wom- 
en's minds. They were taken to visit 
Nashville's historic spots, carried to 
the coal mines at Sewanee, and they 
heard lectures at Vanderbilt. How- 
ever, the last mentioned did not come 
into practice until 1882. 

When the school was twelve 
old the commissioner of 
at Washington, D. C, said officially: 

"Ward has surpassed for many 
years sll educational institutions of 
the South in numbers and facilities." 
In the North only four colleges sur- 
passed the Seminary in numbers and 
among them was Vassar and Mount 
Holyoke.

,and equally divided. Several Nash- 
ville charities are the beneficiaries, 
and by their gifts Ward-Belmont girls 
do a great part in helping them. Be- 
sides garments the girls donated $100 
in cash.

Dr. Barton stressed the Bible as a 
collection of great literature, quot- 
ing beautiful Biblical things as ex- 
amples of poetry, drama and story. 
He cited David's lament over Jona- 
than as a beautiful poetic elegy 
capable of being compared with Shel- 
ley's "Adonis." Ruth's reply to 
Naomi was also shewn to represent 
one of the most lasting and impres- 
sive lyrical poems in the English lan- 
guage. The songs of Solomon showed 
the beauty of man'a love as typified in 
a setting of nature. The 187th Pselro 
was quoted as an example of glorious 
patriotic poetry, 

Dr. Burton also dwelt entertain- 
ingly on the apocryphal books of the 
Bttije, which are gradually being re- 
stored ia some editions of the Bible, 
from which they have been eliminated 
for some years. 

While he stressed the greatest and 
everlasting appeal of the Bible, which 
is its power to help humans along the 
tortuous path which they must tread, 
he plead for a finer appreciation of the 
poetic and classic beauty of Its dic- 
tion, its purity of English, though it 
has been translated from other lan- 
and its value as a great his- 

Dr. Burton gave the second of his 
lectures on Friday at noon, his sub- 
ject being: "Fiction Worth Talking 
About." It attracted a large number 
of outside hearers, and was a very 
valuable critical review of some of 
the 1 current fiction of the batter sort.

swered it thus: "People prefer, in the 
mate, stories to any other form of lit- 
erary expression, because they want 
the effect of an enlargement of life. 
An individual wants a sense of a Ufe 
beyond his own experience. Ho gets 
sb enlargement of character, scenes 
end facta about human life far be- 
yond Ms own limited e xp e ri enc e . He 
gets a broader sense of living through 
the imaginative treatment of life in 
fiction than in perhaps any other 
form of letters." Going into the 
merits of currant books. Dr. Burton 
said: 

"Young women of today are inter- 
ested in various kinds of work now 
open to women, and in books which 
treat of that, and which illustrate 
women trying to decide between mar- 
riage aad some other occupation. 
Current books which treat this ques- 
tion ably, in fiction form, are: The 
Homa-Maker,' by Dorothy Can field ; 
•Broad.' by Morris; 'This Freedom,' 
by Hutchinson, and 'Barren Ground,' 
Dy r»u san umsfpow. 

In treating of the prise novels, Dr. 
Burton speaka with the voice of an- 
as he is one of the Pulitzer 
which will award the prise 
the best novel of thia year. About 
prise novels, he made the point that 
because the book wins big money it 
is not necessarily a good book, and 
said: 

"Many so-called novels of today are 
not novels in the simple, old sense, 
vfhat is— not primarily a story for the 
sake of a story- Thfcy treat of a 
problem, or an involved question, and 
circumstances are employed, more or 
teas recklessly, to work it out. As 
illustrations, one of the very ablest 
books of the year is Miss Cather's 
latest, 'The Professor's House.' Then 
there is 'Dark Laughter,' by Sher- 
wood Anderson, which is a morbid, 
unwholesome book, though much 
lauded by the critics. There is no 
plot to either. Subtle psychological 
thoughts are their foundations. There 
are certain writers of fiction who are 
humorous, incidentally, in a very 
pleasing way, and two which illus- 
trate this style are Harry Leon Wil- 
son's 'Cousin Jane* and Tarkington's 
'Women.' Wilson is without a peer 
in his field. A type of fietion that is 
always worthy and acceptable is 
the genuine romance, as illustrated 
by Byrne's 'O'Malley' and Boyd's 
'Druma.' The last is the best his- 
torical romance of this season. Louis 
B rorn field's 'Possession' illustrates a 
school of young novelists who are 
writing ably and realistically, but 
very unpleasantly, with little regard 
for ethics. They take the pose of 
youth looking at life sternly. 

"One of the best books of the year, 
though likely to be overlooked, is a 
story called 'Andrew Pride of Paris,'
